WSJ'S PEARLSTINE, AT "HILL 229," SK, WRITES OF GEN

GROUP, RESPONSIBLE FOR DEFENDING CENTRAL PART OF DMZ 
AND 6.5 MILLION IN SEOUL AGAINST ANY NK ATTACK. GEN SAYS 
IF REDS ATTACK, "THEY HAVE TO BRING THEIR TANKS THROUGH 
HERE. AND WHEN THEY DO, I AM GOING TO MURDER THEM." 
PEARLSTINE NOTES "HOLLY" IS "ONE OF THOSE GENERALS WHO 
IS TOTALLY COMMITTED TO MAYHEM," ACCORDING SENIOR SFRC 
STAFFER, AND HIS WORDS SHOULD BE TAKEN SERIOUSLY. 
RECOGNIZING VN ENDED US APPETITE FOR LONG ASIAN GROUND 
WARMS. HOLLINGSWORTH SAYS HE HAS PREPARED FOR "SHORT,

IN FACE OF ATTACK, AND REVAMPING TROOPS’ TRAINING PROGRAMS. 
HIS PRESENCE HAS ENCOURAGED SK MIL LEADERS, SOME OF
